Arnold  Lithwick,  a vice-president 
of  the  Ottawa  Vaad  Ha’Ir  and  one 
of  the  Jewish  community’s  ablest 
business  executives  has  assumed 
the  general  chairmanship  of  the 
1965  United  Jewish  Appeal.

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Personally  Speaking

It  is  with  justified  pride  that  on  the  many  occasions  when  the 
matter  is  raised,  we  of  the  Ottawa  Jewish  community  have  been 
complimented  on  the  way  we  accept  our  responsibilities.  The  money 
raised  here  for  Jewish  causes  is  an  amount  that  gives  us  one  of  the 
highest  per  capita  contributions  of  any  community  in  North  America. 

This  is  good  and  as  it  should  be. 

However,  what  gives  me  personally  equal  pleasure  — and  I know 
brings  a justifiable  sense  of  pride  to  all  of  us,  is  the  fact  that  we, 
the  Jewish  citizens  of  Ottawa,  accept  our  civic  responsibilities  to  an 
equal  degree.  Every  call  made  on  a Jewish  member  of  the  community 
by  any  justifiable  charitable  organization  has  always  met  with  a 
response  that  has  actually  been  shown  to  be  even  greater  on  a per 
capita  basis  than  that  contributed  by  his  non-Jewish  neighbour. 

I don’t  think  it  is  inaccurate  to  say  that  the  near  ideal  relationship 
which  we  in  Ottawa  enjoy  with  the  Christian  community  is  in  large 
measure  due  to  our  fairness  and  generosity. 

The  winds  of  change  are  now  blowing  even  harder  to  eliminate 
the  distances  between  ourselves  and  the  Christian  community.  Possibly 
as  a result  of  the  Ecumenical  Movement,  the  proferred  hand  of  the 
Catholic  community  has  been  extended  even  further  as  was  shown 
by  a recent  event. 

The  President  of  the  Vaad  along  with  many  members  of  the 
Ottawa  Jewish  Community  were  invited  by  the  Sisterhood  of  the 
Dominican  Fathers’  Church  to  be  present  at  a Concert  there  to  hear 
“Les  Chantiers  Dominicains”.  This  group  in  itself  is  unique  in  that 
it  is  essentially  a non-Jewish  group  led  by  a Cantor  in  interpreting 
Israeli  and  Jewish  religious  music.  The  group  was  conducted  by  Mr. 
Yehuda  Vineberg  of  Montreal  and  had  Cantor  Otto  0.  Staeren  as  a 
soloist. 

I doubt  if  more  than  one  or  two  members  of  our  community  have 
ever  been  inside  the  precincts  of  the  Dominican  Fathers’  Church. 
To  those  that  did  attend,  this  was  not  only  interesting,  but  they  were 
more  than  impressed  at  the  sincerity  of  the  cordial  welcome  given 
to  them  by  the  Dominican  Fathers. 

I think  the  conclusions  to  be  drawn  at  the  moment  are  as  follows: 

1.  There  is  a definite  movement  on  the  part  of  our  Christian 
neighbours  — particularly  the  Catholic  community  — toward  establish- 
ing a closer  liaison  with  the  Jewish  community.  Sometimes  the  spirit 
is  embarrassingly  hesitant,  not  because  it  is  insincere,  but  because 
there  is  apprehension  as  to  how  it  will  be  received.  I would  like  to 
suggest  that  such  offers  be  accepted  promptly,  enthusiastically  and 
generously. 

2.  The  trend  indicated  above  should  be  accompanied  by  a reci- 
procal trend  and  some  thought  should  be  given  to  sharing  some  of 
our  particularly  meaningful  experiences  with  our  Christian  neighbours. 

3.  We  should  all  be  pleased.

A Letter  to  Parents  of  Children 
of  Kindergarten  Age 

Dear  Parents: 

The  Hillel  Academy  will  this  September  mark  the  beginning 
of  the  seventeenth  year  of  day  school  tuition  in  Ottawa  and  we  know 
that  with  over  400  children  in  the  school  it  is  no  longer  necessary 
to  ‘‘sell”  the  idea  of  an  all-day  school  in  this  city. 

However,  there  is  one  aspect  of  this  optimum  approach  to 
Jewish  education  where  we  have  been  lax  in  keeping  the  community 
informed  and  this  is  with  regard  to  our  kindergartens. 

You  are  aware  that  kindergarten  attendance  is  not  mandatory 
for  enrollment  of  your  children  in  grade  1 of  the  Hillel  Academy, 
nor  is  it  the  intention  of  the  Talmud  Torah  Board  to  change  its 
policy  in  this  regard.  However,  it  has  been  our  experience  with  the 
continued  development  and  expansion  of  our  kindergarten  program 
that  children  entering  grade  1 without  having  attended  the  Hillel 
Academy  Kindergarten  are  at  a distinct  disadvantage  with  respect 
to  their  fellow  pupils  who  have  enjoyed  this  introduction  to  our 
program. 

The  reasons  are  obvious.  We  take  advantage  for  example,  in 
the  kindergarten  year  (and  to  a lesser  extent  even  in  our  nursery 
school)  of  the  natural  ability  of  children  to  pick  up  languages 
By  the  end  of  the  year,  the  child  has  a considerable  basic  voca- 
bulary of  Hebrew.  He  has  learned  to  recognize  Hebrew  letters  and 
many  simple  words.  He  has  been  introduced  to  numerous  Jewish 
traditions  and  gained  a goodly  amount  of  Jewish  lore. 

There  are  many  reasons  why  parents  who  intend  to  enroll  their 
children  in  the  Hillel  Academy  do  not  send  them  to  our  kinder- 
garten. I know  I didn’t  send  my  eldest  child.  I know  now  that 
this  was  a mistake  which  I will  not  repeat  with  my  other  children. 

All  this  should  not  be  taken  to  mean  that  the  staff  will  not 
work  diligently  with  your  child  who  enters  in  grade  one  to  eventually 
bring  him  to  the  level  of  the  majority  of  his  classmates  who  have 
attended  our  kindergarten. 

Over  80  percent  of  our  children  attend  our  kindergartens 
Give  your  child  the  advantage  of  being  one  of  them.

Over  450  members  of  the  Jewish  community,  augmented  by  family,  friends,  business  associates  and  parliamentar- 
ians from  many  parts  of  Canada  and  the  United  States  attended  the  Alex  Betcherman  Negev  Dinner  on  April  5 
to  pay  tribute  to  the  guest  of  honour  "for  his  exemplary  devotion  over  the  course  of  many  years  to  the  welfare 
of  the  community,  to  the  Zionist  movement  and  the  upbuilding  of  the  State  of  Israel".  The  Hon.  Paul  Martin, 
Secretary  of  State  for  External  Affairs  headed  the  roster  of  distinguished  personalities  who  participated  in  the 
proceedings.

Mr.  Betcherman's  nachla  will  be  part  of  a larger  complex 
called  Nachlat  Ottawa  which  is  to  be  established  with  foundation  gifts  made  at  the  dinner  and  in  future.
